two men heavily armed boarded ,the 
train and took up their stand on the 
rear platform. 
.t-fter the conductor 


had chocked up the train he reached 
the platform only to hud a pistol at 
either side of his head. The men de- 
manded that he stop the train. Ho 
declined to do so and began to run 
tlfrough the'train, with 'the two rob- 
bers in close in pursuit. 


He ha'rt not gone half the length of 


the first car when the foremost robber 
shot at him, bringing him to the floor 
with a pistol wound in his right arm. 
At tMs juncture the other robber pull- 
ed -the boll cord and the train waa . 
•brought to a standstill. It was evi- 
dently at the appointed'place, for the 
train had hardly sioppcd before two 
other men, whose faces were covered 
with masks, stepped.out from the trees 
and began shooting into the cars. 


Instantly all was confusion. 
.The 


two men on the train were immediate- 
ly joined by those from the woods and 
began their work. As the train por- 
ter sprang from the rear coach and 
ran for shelter & robber began shoot- 
ing at him, and the negro emptied a 
revolver in turn without effect.

express messenger looked out of bis' 
car, and taking in the situation, 'left 
his car and ran through the woods and 
was soon lost to'«ight. 


The robbers in the meantime, leav- 


ing two men to 
guard 
the 
three 


coaches, which were packed with pas% 
sengers, proceeded to the express car 
and demanded that the baggageman 
open the express safe, but upon being 
assured that he could not do.so, turn- 
ed their attention to (.lie passengers. 


They took only money from them, 


not overlooking a single 
cent, 
and 


walking two by two through the cars, 
so ns to always t;nc-i) their eyes on tho 
passengers. 


After going several miles, they set 


tho lever at a moderate gate and left 
the engine, scampering into -the sur- 
rounding country. 


The engine came into the flat sta- 


tion at Duval, four miles below, and 
was there captured, and 
tlie station 


agent returned to the scene of the rob- 
bery with the engineer, secured the 
train and cainc on (o this city, arriv- 
ing hero shortly nftor dusk. The offi- 
cers have been notified and have gone 
to the- sctne with bloodhounds.

Secretary Sherman Replies to tlie Note 


of Lord Salisbury. 


"Washington, Oct. 13. — Secretary 


Sherman has written a reply to the 
note of Lord Salisbury 
expressing 


Great Britain's declination to take part 
in a Bering sea conference in which 
Russia and Japan are to participate. 
The essential features of Mr. Sherman's 
reply have been sent by cable to the 
British government, and the reply in 
lull is now on its way to the British 
authorities. Lord Salisbury's note of 
declination, it can now be stated, bore 
date of Oct. 6, last Wednesday, so that 
the response is made with promptness. 


It is pointed out that aside from the 


•written correspondence, to which Lord 
Salisbury has called attention, there 
were verbal negotiations between Am- 
bassador Hay and his lordship in which 
specific reference was made to the par- 
ticipation of Russia and Japan. 


Besides the foregoing reply, and in 


view of the 
differences which have 


Arisen, the state department suggests 
a conference in accordance with the 
terms of Lord Salisbury's agreement 


:as he construes it, namely, between 
experts of Great Britain, the United 
States and Canada. This last feature 
is now under consideration by the Brit- 
ish government, but it is not expected 
that an answer will be made until Mr. 
Sherman's 
answer ia detail reaches 


London.

The commis- 
sion may cKteiul the time as to one 
railroad and refuse to extend it as to 
another. 


The railroads are very anxious for 


an extension of time in order to avoid 
liability in damage suits where acci- 
dents may he alleged to bu due to ille- 
gal and defective appliances.
